Opened in 1974, the Freedom
Hill County Park has evolved into a special events park known for its festivals and
shows. Major facilities at the park include the multi-use Independence Building,
festival grounds with shelters, open-air amphitheater, tot lot, and games area.
The park is used by families and groups for picnicking and related activities. The
air-conditioned Independence Building, complete with caterer, can be rented for
business meetings and social gatherings.

Metrobeach Metropark

At 770 acres, Metro Beach offers one and one-quarter miles of Lake St. Clair
frontage. The park is designed for use by a variety of age groups. Facilities
include a large lake beach area, swimming pool with water slide, tot lot and play
areas, picnic areas and shelters, three marinas, a nature interpretive area, a paved
hikefbike trail, boat launch, an 18-hole par 3 golf course, and an 18-hole adventure
golf course. An open-gir pavilion offers day and evening concerts during the
summer months. In the winter, park users can enjoy ice fishing, ice skating, and
Cross-country skiing, weather permitting,
